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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant intends to make claim 8 an independent claim. However, the proposed amendment to claim 8 only 
partilaly incorporates the limitations of underlying claim 7 As proposed claim 8 would no longer require that the porous material be formed 
from a plurality of particles each having a mesoporous silica structure. Thus, the propsed amendment would require new search and 
consideration because it would broaden the scope of claim 8. Similary, proposed claim 9 would no longer require the dendritic framework 
to be made of mesoporous silica as required by underlying claim 1. 

With regard to the rejection of claim 1 Applicant asserts that the mesoporous silica structure in Iyer is not a dendritic framework, 
apparently because the pores are in an ordered array, such as a cubic or hexagonal array. However, the Examiner does not see how the 
phrase "a dendritic framework" excludes an ordered array, so long as it is a branched interconnection of pores, especially since Applicant 
himself discloses a cubic and a hexagonal dendritic framework (!). See Applicant's Figures 4Aand B and specification page 10, line 27 - 
page 11, line 12. 
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
